London, Aug. 14.—(5 p.m.)—About 150 of the passengers and crew of the Austiian 
Lloyd steamer Baron Gautsch were killed or drowned when the vessel was blown up today 
by a mine off the island of Lussin on the Dalmatian coast, according to a Reuter despatch 
from Trieste. She carried about 300 passengers and a crew, of whom about 150 were 
rescued, 

No Forts Surrendered, It Is Stated. 

Brussels (via Paris) —Aug. 14.—(1:55 p.m.)—It was officially announced here today 

that none of the Liege forts had capitulated as had been stated in German reports. It was 


declared that the defenders had been instructed to blow up the forts rather than surrender. A

French Artillery Superior to German. 

London, Aug. 14.—The Daily Chronicle says: “According to the latest information re- 
ceived the engagements of the last few days have proved conclusively the superiority of the 
French to the German artillery. The three guns captured on Tuesday had been deserted by 
gunners owing to the merciless fire of the French 75-millimetre field guns. 

“Experts have long been aware that no field artillery in Europe could compare with 
that of France. ‘They urged, however, that France was seriously deficient in heavy guns, 
but so far the German heavy artillery has failed to produce any important effect on the 
French troops.” 

French Troops Successful in Vosges. 

London, Aug. 14.—(4 p.m.)—The official press bureau or the British war office and 
adiniralty today issued news of a French success in the Vosges mountains, Alsace, in the 
following words: 

“After a successful resistance lasting five days at the passes of Sainte Marie Aux-Mines 
and Le Bonhomme, the French troops occupied the region of the Saale pass which commands 
the valley of the Bruche, an affluent of the Rhine. At Saale numbers of desertions of Ger- 
man troops are reported, The French have taken many prisoners and captured some ma- 
chine guns.”

This latter 
announcement may be taken as presaging a lining up of 
Turkey with the Teutonic alliance of Germany, Austria and 
Roumania, an outcome which would undoubtedly be followed 
by Greece and Bulgaria lining up with Great Britain, France 
ind Russia, 

Such a consummation would bring into the war every 
nation of consequence in Europe, with the exception of Italy 
and the Scandinavian kingdoms, but it seems almost a cer- 
tainty that these also must sooner or later become involved 
and, the triple alliance in Italy’s case to the contrary notwith- 
standing, it is much more than probable that all of them 
will be found fighting on the side of Great Britain, France 
and Russia, 

The little feud in the Balkans, which a trifle over a year 
ago was regarded as a war, seems to have lifted the curtain 
upon a man-made tragedy the finish of which no one can 
foresee. With the whole of Europe at war, a civilization is 
at stake. The potentialities of such an alignment for slaughter 
surpasses comprehension. Somewhere between ten and 
twenty million men will soon be in the field. Millions of 
human beings must lose their lives. Whole countries will be 
devastated and proud cities razed. Empires will fall, 
boundaries change and the material progress of centuries be 
engulfed in the holacaust. The world’s history has entered 
upon a new. epoch. 


\WAR’S EFFECT MAY CHANGE 
CITADEL OF MONEY POWER 

In the prognostications that have been made from time 
to time of the probable consequences of an European war, 
these has been one upon which there has been singular 
unanimity, namely that a war would change the financial base 
of the world from the eastern to the western shares of the 
Atlantic. rhe 
That this is a possible outcome is already apparent. New 
York, the greatest financial centre next to London and Paris, 
Is already finding itself called upon to finance the war loans 
of nations engaged in the combat. The house of Morgan is 
enquiring of Washington whether or not it is free to contract 
a French loan and other banking houses in the American 
financial centre are enquiring as to the neutrality of financing 
a loan to Austria. 

In financial predominence, more than iti any other par- 
ticular, it seems historically true that westward the star of 
empire takes its way, and it is quite within the possibilities that 
the citadel of the money power which within the last fifteen 
centuries has been moved from Constantinople to Venice, 
from Venice to Paris and from Paris to London may now be 
due for another transplanting to the opposite shore of the 
Atlantic. 

At least this much is certain that, no matter to what 
extent Canadians may regret the outcome, the day when 
this western country could appeal to London for financial 
Support is, temporarily at least, past. Western Canadians 
will have to arrange their affairs on a new basis. For the 
money that Edmonton needs in the immediate future she will 
have to look not to London nor to Paris, but to New York 
and Boston. 
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HISTORY AFTER JIT 
BECOMES HISTORY. 

That the censorship which presides over the news services 
disseminating intelligence over the empire is tight was never 
better illustrated than in the dispatches which say that the sea 
lanes of the world are open to traffic again, 

Canadians have tensely waited for stories of the great 
sea fight. None have come. But somewhere and somehow 
the proud German navy has disappeared from the bosom of 
the Atlantic. Is it in the bottom? Or is it bottled up? We 
do not know, andthe admiralty reports no enlightening in- 
telligence. 

For this, of course, the authorities cannot be blamed. To 
give out information which might be used to advantage by 
the rival navies would be worse than criminal. 

Consequently, we get no news except that so far all’s 
well. The history of the naval battles will be given after they 
have become history.

French Successes Are Only 
Skirmishes According to 
German Point of View, 


Food for thought is found In the de- 
ductions drawn by Germans in Kd- 
monton from the reports of the pro- 
gress of the war which they have read 
in the local papers, ‘They do not find 
them so discouraging as from the 
British point of view they appear 
to be. 

In the first place they say that the 
news they are getting !s all from thelr 
enemies’ camps and consequently Hke- 
ly to be colored favorably to them. 

The reports of French successes they 
attribute to the same {impulsive dis- 
position which prompted the French tn 
1870 to call every Htle skirmish a battle 
and a great victory According to 
thelr own newspapers in 1870 the 
French won a series of great victories 
in the first few weeks of the war, but 
when the real fighting began there was 
a different story, 

Tho impulsive nature of the French 
is being relfed on by the German 
strategtets, and the fact that ttle op- 
position was met at Altkirch and Mal- 
hausen was designed to draw thein well 
on into Alsace-Lorraine, where the 
Germans knew the French would be 
enger to strike, The German {dea ts 
then to come across Belgium and Lux- 
emburg and outflank the French army 
of the south. 

The reported repulse at Liege the 
Germans do not take much stock fn, It 
took 90 days to win Metz and Liege 


{1s a well fortified city, not to be taken 


In a single assault. ' The heavy losses 
were to be expected tn an attack ona 
fortress, 

“What ts 25,000 men!" they exclaim. 
“Germany has an army of 56,000,000 
without calling on the first reserve, Be- 
fore the war is over they will have 
18,000,000 fighting men in the field. 
Conscription {s still golng on and in- 
stead of three years’*training they will 
give them only six months. A loss of 
25,000 Is not serfous,” 

An attack on a fortress, the Germans 
say, is not a battle. They are awaiting 
eagerly the first report of a conflict in 
the open, when several hundred thou- 
sand men will clash in battle on equal 
terins. That is where they expect the 
supertority of the German will show, 
for the German has already shown 
that he !s absolutely fearless and de- 
termined. Men who will march across 
exploding mines and keep on marching 
are men to be reckoned with In a pro- 
longed battle in the open. They expect 
news of feats of French valor at the 
opening of the battle, but they look for 
the tremendous dogged determination 
of the Germans to win for them. 

Turning to the naval situation, they 
stato that the bottling of Germany's 
fleet is not as !mportant a strategic 
move as the foreign nations believe. 
Germany Is self-sustaining in food pro- 
ducts and even tn time of peace the 
women and children till the fields 
while the men work at a trade. 

Another circumstance they point out 
is that naval battles in the past have 
not been won by numbers of’ships. Bri- 
tain’s glory has been her victories with 
small fleets over great ones.

As to the superiority of French guns 
over German ones, they say that Ger- 
mans have always been noted for their 
tremendous advances in science, much 
more so than the French, and the idea 
of French superiority in this respect 
is to them ridiculous. 

While these arguments may not con- 
vince British or French subjects that 
Germany will Inevitably win the war, 
there is sufficient in them to indicate

Brussels, (via London), Aug. 14.— 
According to Le Soir, the German 
casualties during Wednesday's fighting 
in the vicinity of Haelen total about 
2,000, equally divided between killed 
and wounded, 

The official statement issued today 
says: “The Germans lost three-fifths 
of their men in yesterday's battle. 
The Belgians had a division of cavalry 
and a mixed brigade engaged, but 
thelr losses were comparatively slight, 
only a few of the cavalrymen. being 
killed,’ 

London, Aug. 14—The Daily Mail's 
Hrussels correspondent describes the 
engagement at Haelen as showing that 
the Belgians have passed another good 
test. He says that intermitting bom- 
bardment of heavy guns was audible 
all the morning. ‘This was punctuated 
at about 11 o'clock by sharp donations, 
as the Belgians blew up the bridges 
over the river just in the nick of time, 
They were under shrapnel fire, and the 
German cavalry was just preparing to 
CTOSS, 

With the bridges destroyed the 
fight resolved itself into an artillery 
duel, the burating shrapnel leaving a 
long trail of white smoke. * 

In the meantime a_ squadron of 
Mecklenburg dragoons, with rather 
reduced effect, endeavoring to pene- 
trate the town of Diest at a gallop 


About a mile from the town they 
dashed into a barricade of wagons 
lined by Belgian infantry. The Ger- 


mans had their revolvers drawn and 

charged directly at the barricades, 
The Belgians behind the barricade 

opened a murderous fire, and all the 


dragoons were either killed or cap- 
tured, 
The Germans then tried to cross 


fire from a battery, but after an in- 
terval ceased firing and after similar 
repulses on other positions of — the 
front, withdrew in disorder, accordinys 
to some accounts, to the other side of 
Gette., 

Only two Belgians were wounded 
In front of the barricade the Ger- 
mans lay like a hedge of flesh. The 
frontal attacks of the Germans are 
apparently contributing to the loss of 
morale among thelr troops. This is 
helieved to be the reason why in- 
dividual Belgians have been able to 
recelye the surrender of 60 many of 
thelr adversaries, At Diest on Wed- 
nesday a non-commissioned Belgian 
officer took ten.
